Call for Troops Is Already in 
Office of Governor 
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EFFORTS FOR PEACE 
"WNAVAILING AT CHICAGO 


Both Sides Are Stubborn, and the 
Fight Will Now Be to a Finish. 
Express Companies Caused ; 
Failure of Peace Ne- 
gotiations. 


Chicago, May 23.—Announcement- was 
made this afternoon by Sheriff Barrett 
that all néfotiations for a settlement of 
the strike were at.an end. He said that 
a call for state troops was in the hands 
of Governor Denéen. and that a tele- 
gram making the call operative would 
be sent upon. the first outbreak of vio- 
lence. Sheriff Barrett said he would 
remain on duty in his office until mid 


right. 
Last Peace Conference. 

The last conference looking toward ‘a 
peaceable adjustment was held at 6 
a’clock tonight, between James B. Barry, 
busine&s agent of the Express Drivers’ 
Wnion, and the local managers of the 
seven express companies. The conversa- 
tion was brief and pointed, Business 
Agent Barry opened the negotiations by 
saying: 

“Our position. is this: I want all the 
men reinstated except those who have 
been guilty of vivolence. I cannot. do 
anything different. That is what the 
loca] union wants, and that is what the 
local officers have told me to demand, 
That is all I can do. The men told me 
that they all want to go back in a body 
or they. won't go back at all. That is 
the posftion of the union and the unior 
officials.’ 

The reply of the representatives of- the 
express companies was brief. It was: 

“Gur opposition to the reinstatement of 
the men will be the same four years 
‘trom now as it is today’ We will not 
take them back under any circum- 
stances.”’ 

This brought the conference to a close 
and all parties concerned In it !Imme- 
diately left the city hall, 

Spread of Strike. 

The spread of the strike today was not 
@s larre as was anticipated, it being 
understood In many quarters that there 
Was still a possibility of peace being 
reached. 

Four hundred and sixty-two drivers 
employed By twenty-eight firms belong 
ing to the Lumbermen’s Association wen" 
out today.

NEW YORK. BANK 
FORCED TO WALL 


Doors on the Merchants Trust 
Company Closed, 


New York, May 23.—The Merchants’ 
Trust Company, of this city, was closed 
today by the order of the state super~. 
intendent of banks, because it had made 
loans amounting to about $1,250,000 
upon which it had not been able to real- 
ize a sufficient sum to pay depositors 
and save the capital of the company 
from impairment. Upon the application 
of the. state attorney general, Douglas 
Robinson, a brother in law of President 
Roosevelt, was appointed one of the re- 
ceivers of the company. The company’s 
loang Which had no ready market value 
were about $850,000 on securities of the 
Hudson Valley Railroad Company, of 
Glens Fails, N. Y., which is a consoli- 
dation of trolley lines in the vicinity of 
Albany, Troy, Saratoga and Lake George 
and nearly $400,000 to the Rutland, Vt., 
Street Railroad Company, and the Chit- 
tenden Development Company of Rut- 
land. 

The trust company owes depositors 
about $2,200,000, and, according to the 
state bank examiner, has available assets 
other than in the Hudson Railroad Com- 
pany and the Rutland companies of near- 
ly $1,300,000, so that it will be neces- 
sary to realize $950,000 to pay depos- 
itors. | 

The stockholders are liable to the: ex- 
tent of $500,000. With that amount the 
state bank examiner said today that a 
sufficient sum should certainly be real- 
ized to pay depositors in full.

ing. Guards were sent to the grave, and 
the commission will do its work tonight. 

The Hall murder case, now on trial, 
is attracting more attention than any 
case every tried in this county. Yester- 
day people were turned away from the 
court house, not finding standing room. 
Today the crowd is not quite so large, 
because of excessive rains, which are now 
causing consternation to the farmers. 

Continuing his testimony, Mid Brown, 
the state’s main witness, stated that 
after he and Hall had placed the body 
of Smith in the buggy and turned the 
horse loose in the road, they hitched up 
Hall's buggy and started after it. Hall 
picked up a large round stick, placed it 
in the buggy and when they crossed a 
creek this side of where Smith's bedy 
was found in the road, Hall threw the 
stick out into the swamp. He said it 
was dark when he and Smith got to 
Hall's house. 

Two ladies who, since Smith's death, 
drove the horse Smith was driving on 
that fatal day, testified that they were 
driving this same horse about a week 
after the finding of the dead body. When 
they got to where Smith was found the 
horse, which had always been gentle, 
shied, became frightened and was hard 
to manage, and acted very peculiarly 
all the rest of the way home. The de- 
fense objected to this sort of testimony 
on the ground of irrelevancy, but the 
court admitted it. 


Stick Was Identified. 

Evidence showing the finding of a large 
round stick in the swamp where Mid 
Brown said it was thrown by Hall was 
introduced and the stick identified in 
court. 

Several witnesses testified to conver- 
sations had with Wall on the day after 
the finding of Smith, dead in tne road, 
and evidence was introduced which 
showed Hall assisted in shrouuing the 


body, and th claimed Smith to have 
been one. ret friends. Statements

In cross examination of the witnesses, 
it was brought out and admitted by Mid 
Brown that he had sworn differently 
from his present testimony at the coro- 
ner’s inquiry, and had told different state- 
ments, but that he was now telling the 
truth.

T. B. Smith, one of the white men 
who served on the coroner’s jury, stated 
that in his opinion the wounds in the 
head could have been caused by the head 
resting on the iron railing of the buggy 
as it jolted over rough roads., 

Dr. Long testified that Smith suffered 
with nervous dispepsia and organic heam 
trouble, and he had treated him for it. 

lt was also proven that Hall's horse 
and buggy were not at home that night, 
and many of the facts stated by Mid 
Brown were disproved. 

A plat of the murial ground where Smith 
was buried was identified. 


Road in, Bad Condition. 

The road between Elberton and Smith’s 
house was shown to have been in very 
bad condition in February. Expert tes- 
timony was introduced to snow that 
Smith could have died from apoplexy. 
Dr. B. F. Smith was introduced and tes- 
titled that he went to Smith's grave,

He got a party to go with him to 
point out to him the grave of Bernard 
F. Smith, He saw the features of 
Smith. Dr, Smith took off the skul! 
without any sawing, simply by cutting 
the stitches, and after examining the 


skull they took it off, recognized the 
corpse and coffin, and then came back 
to town. 


Defendant’s Statement. 

The defendant then made his state- 
ment. He said in town Smith asked him 
if he knew where he could get a drink. 
He told him to go by his house and he 
would give him one. Smith went to 
the back door and Hall’s wife called 
to him. Hall went in and opened the 
door and invited Smith in. Got out a 
jug of whisky and some suger, and they 
took a drink together. His wife came in 
and was introduced to Hall. Some pleas- 
ant remarks passed and finally Bernard 
promising some time to stop and 
spend the night. Bernard and the negro 
left together. The negro never got out 
of the buggy. After they left Dr. A. 
J. Mathews came by and he invited him 
in. The jug and sugar were where hi: 
and Smith had left them, and they took 
a drink. Later some one else come 
and called him out for some wine. He 
was laying down, but got up and gave 
it to them.

His 
statement was clear and given in a 
firm voice, and went into full particulars 
of all his acts and doings from Satur- 
day to Monday.

McLaurin Deprecates ’ Methods 
Which Incensed China, 


Former Senator from South Carolina 
geared China’s Action Following 
Exclusion Act of 1902. 
Boycott Would Be Blow 
to the South. 


Bennettsville, S. C., May 23.—(Special.) 
In a letter recently written by ex-Sen- 
ator John L. .acLaurin to a prominent 
manufacturer of North Carolina, the 
possibility of serious results from the 
threatened boycott by China of American 
cotton is presented, together with some 
inside history of the action which pro- 
vokes this retaliation. In this letter Sen- 
ator McLaurin says: 

“I have felt uneasy ever since the 
Passage of the Chinese exclusion act in 
1902. It was a clear violation of our 
treaty with China, and Minister Wu 
said then it would result in fetaliation 
of some kind. J delivered a speech at 
the time in the senate, in which I plead 
With them not to insult China by the 
Dassage of this act. Minister Wu was 
very reasonable, China did not object 
0 the prevention of. coolie immigration, 
but merely wished her students, mer- 
chants, etc., to have the same privileges 
as other nations, but the Pacific coast 
members were unreasonable, and others 
were influenced by the labor unions to 
pass this stringent measure, and I regret 
that some of our southern representa- 
tives aided, so that if the threat in this 
dispatch js carried out we can only blame 
congress. A boycott on our textiles by 
China would be a terrible blow to the 
south just at a time when trade is show- 
ing such an astounding increase. 

“The war between China and Japan in 
Some respects has been a blessing to the 
earth. The ‘open-door policy’ was secur- 
ed to us by so-called treaty rights, but 
they were not respected by other nations 
where their trade interests were con- 
cerned. After the completion of the trans- 
Siberian railroad Russia gradually ab- 
sorbed Manchuria, and eventually would 
have closed its ports against us or ham- 
pered the trade so as to practically ex- 
clude all other nations. She wrested 
from Japan the fruits of her victory over 
China in 1892, and with France as her 
active ally and England passive, by this 
time would have dominated all north 
China where we now find our markets. 
The victory of Japan has changed ai! 
this, and our exports have, according to 
Mr. James Fearon, president of the In- 
ternational Banking Company, run up 
during the first three months of this 
year to over $18,000,000 from about 
$3,000,000 for the cerresponding period 
last year. It would be too bad to lose 
this, by reason of a folly that has done 
no good, when the more liberal coursé 
could have done no harm. 

“IT had an eye to this very condition 
when I secured the passage of that reso- 
lution by the New Orleans convention 
requesting the establishment of a com- 
mission by congress for the extension of 
our export trade. I am delighted to see 
that the manufacturers’ association last 
week appointed a committee to act with 
us. I hope that by concerted effort and 
intelligent action, we may remedy this 
and other evils affecting the cotton in- 
dustry. Reduction of acreage at best is 
a temporary expedient. Our true policy 
is to make ali the cotton the world 
needs, weave it into cloth and sending it 
abroad, grow richer instead of poorer 
by reason of the bounties of nature.”’

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Charged That Only Friction at 
Convention Was Due to Hotel. 


“In Every Way but One,” Declares 
President Maddox, “the Conven- 
tion of Manufacturers Was 
a Big Success and Credit 
to Atlanta.’; 


Hotel raites kept a large’ number of 
visitors away from the recent conven- 
tion of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, according to officers and mem- 
bers of that association, as weil as local 
business men who took an active part 
in entertaining ‘the delegates, 

So far as is known, the hotel rate fea- 
ture is the only point over which there 
is dissatisfactieg. Otherwise, say the 
men interested, the convention and the 
social fealtures connected with it were 
an unqualified success, 

That there was complaint in regard to 
hotel rates, as far as one hotel is con- 
cerned, there can be no doubt. In speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday, President 
R, F. Maddox, of the chamber of com- 
merce, who was general chairman of all 
committeeg on arrangements and enter: 
tainment, said: ‘ 

“In almost every respect the ‘conven- 
tion was a complete success. The vyari- 
ous congmittees worked faithfully and 
wisely, and three finer social affairs have 
never been ‘given in Atlanta than the 
brilliant reception at the Capital City 
Club, the delightful barbecue at Cold 
Springs and the charming garden party 
at the Piedmont Driving Club. 

“The attendance was about an aver- 
age for the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers. It was slightly more than 
alt Pittsburg. There 320 delegates were 
registered, and in Atlanta the total num- 
ber registered was 321. 

“The number of ladies in the cy, wives 
and daughters of delegates, was unusual- 
iy large. On the evening of the reception 
at the Capital City Club we sent a box 
of flowers to each lady viistor, and I 
know that exactly eighty-two of these 
were sent out by the committee. 

‘In every way but one tthe convention 
was a pleasure to the visitors and a 
credit to Atlanta. The hotel rates were 
the source of the only friction. Con- 
vention delegates told me that tthey had 
been charged higher rates in Atlanta than 
at any convention they had ever attend- 
ed. The trouble was that at cone hotel 
the viistors were compelled to go two in 
a room, or if they had a room singly 
to. pay for it as though two occupied it. 

“For instance, a room for which $3.50 
was usvally charged, cost a single in- 
dividual who occupied it $7. This was 
practically doubling ithe rates, and caused 
much adverse comment. 

“The hotel which did this—the Pied- 
mont—some weeks before the convention 
sent out circulars stating that such 
would be done, and I received a letter 
before the. convention. telling mé# that if 
those circulars were not withdrawn they 
would probably cut down the attendance 
to a noteworthy extent. During the. con. 
vention I was informed by delegates that 
this prediction had been verified by the 
facts. Just how much the attendance 
was cut down, I am not in a position 
to say, however.”’ 

The Objectionable Circular. 

The circular: mentioned by Mr. Maddox 
read as follows:

$3. $3.50, $4, $4.50, $5 and $6. 

‘Rooms at $2.50 and upward, European 
plan, have private bath. 

‘Rooms at $4 and upward, American 
plan, have private bath. 

“Parloar floor rates special, and will be 
givdh on application. One person occu- 
fying room alone will be charged full 
earning capacity of room based on not 
less than two persons to room. 

‘‘As stated above, no room will be re- 
served except for full capacity of room. 
Reservation will date from lodging night 
of May 15 (unless earlier desired). and 
will be made for not less than three 
days. 

“‘Note—Our handsome and well-lighted 
assembly hall will be used for exhibits. 
Rates and space will be given on appii- 
cation.”’

Complaint from New York. 

A telegram received from New York 
at The Constitution office yesterday 
gives information concerning the frame 
of mind of delegates. The telegram is 
pronounced by local business men as he- 
ing inaccurate in the statement that the 
Atlanta attendance was not up to the 
average. As Mr. Maddox stated, the at- 
tendance here was slightly in excess of 
that in Pittsburg, and, it is said, it was 
here confined more’ closely to actual 
members of the association than it was 
in Pittsburg, The telegram was as 
follows: 

‘New York, May 23.—Returning dele- 
gates who were in attendance upon the 
recent meeting of the National Manu- 
facturers’ Association in Atlanta are 
enthusiastic in their praise of Atlanta 
hospitality, but are exceedingly vigorous 
in their comment concerning what they 
term the hotel exactions of the city. 

“They say they’ were promiséd that 
there would be no increase in hotel 
rates, and that only a short while before 
the convention met the leading hotel of 
the city sent a letter to the members. 


notifying them of a very large increase 
It is said by some of the re- 
turning delegates that the convention 
was very much gmaller in point of num- 
bers than any other convention helq ir 
several years, and this is attributable to 
the unusual and unexpected action of the 
hotels in raising rates just on the eve 
of the convention.

Washington, May 23.—August W. Ma- 
chen, the former general superintendent 
of the free delivery service of the post- 
office department, was taken back to the 
Moundsyille, W. Va., penitentiary tonight 


after being sentenced today to another | 


term of two years, following his plea 
of guilty under his joint indictment with 
W. G. Crawford, of this city, and George 
E. Lorenz, of Toledo, Ohlo, for conspira- 
cy to defraud the government. Machen 
will not be prosecuted on any of the re- 
maining eleven indictments. Including his 
present two years’ term and his senitence 
today, and making allowances for com- 
mutation for good behavior, he has two 
years and eight months yet to serve in 
the penitentiary. 

In entering a plea of guilty, Machen 
begged the permission of the court to 
explain his action. He said: 

“It ig due to the court, to my devdteé 
vife and the children who bear my 
rame, to my parents, to the counsel 
who have loyally defended and advised 


*me, to my loyal and steadfast friends, 


and to myself, that an explanatory state- 
ment be made by me. 

“Although I did not, directly or indl- 
rectly, interfere with or attempt to in- 
fluence the committee that received and 
considered the competitive bids under 
which the contract set forth in the in- 
dictment was awarded and executed, 
yet I held an interest in the contract 
and shared in the profits accruing from 
it. I did not know or suppose at that 
time that I wag violating the law, nor 
was there any intention on my part to 
injure or defraud the United States. 1 
am’ advised by counsel, however, that 
the acceptance of the money alleged to 
have been received by me in the indict- 
ment constituted tunucr the ‘afrcum- 
stanxes a technical violation of the 
statute. 

‘“‘Embarressed as I am by my present 
situation and surrounded with all the dis- 
advantages which are its consequences, 
I am from that fact alone in almost a 
defenseless position. I shall, therefore, 
willingly submit to any penalty which 
the court may deem proper to impose 
upon me under the plea which I have 
entered. In my closing words and with 
ull the force and earnestness at my 
command, let me urge that my plea 
shall not affect the interests of the 
other defendants under this indictment.”

“The cause of the trouble was that I 
sent out several months before the con- 
vention date a circular announcing that 
delegates would be required to go two 
in a room ana that if they did not do 
so they would be charged as much as 
if two occupied the room. y motive 
was misunderstood. I wanted to be per- 


fectly fair, frank and candid about tue 


matter. As a result, every one who 
came knew exactly what to expect in 
regard to rates. It appears to me that 
these business men should have known 
that the Piedmont hotel would not begin 
a hold-up game on them by notifying 
them in advance. Had we felt any de* 
sire to increase rates we would have 
said nothing about it and those who 
came would have found it out. 

“The circular sent out by us announced 
that we would require a reservation of 
not less than three days for rooms. As 
a matter of fact, many delegates de- 
sired leaving the city before the close of 
the convention and instead of holding 
them to their reservations, we gave them 
a discount for the time they were not 
to be in the city. They paid only for 
the time they were actually in the house. 

“IT am very sorry that the discussion 
has arisen, but I am sure tnat all who 
have been to conventions must know that 
the conditions effective at the Piedmont 
hotel during the manufacturers’ conven- 
tion are exactly similar to those in other 
cities during convention periods. The 
same rules were applied by the Pied- 
mont during the charity convention In 
Atlanta and during others that brought 
crowds of unusual size to the city.”

Governor Glenn then aroused his audi- 
ence to a high pitch of enthusiasm when 
he denounced the methods of certain im- 
migration agents of western railroads to 
turn the tide of settlement from the 
eouth by sending abroad maps showing 
the marvelous prosperity in the west and 
picturing the southern states in lines of 
black in order to show that the negroes 
have superiority over the whites; that 
the south is a place where very few, if 
any, whites live; where men of money 
only can endure, and where the white 
laborer cannot endure because it is the 
home of the negro, and where the negro 
is made an equal partner with the 
whites. “That assertion,”” he declared, 
“is false, and I herald it here today. It 
is the duty of every honest man in the 
United States, whether he is a northern- 
er, a southerner or a@ westerner, to re- 
move this calumny from the best and 
the purest people this oountry has ever 
known.”’ 

He said there was a great demand in 
the south for laborers. 


South and Negroes. 


In the south, the governor stated, the; 
negroes are given every legal right he is' 


entitled to. Their children are educated 
as are the white children; they are given 
asylums for their deaf, dumb and blind. 
and are everywhere given the merciful 
hand, “but,”’ he said, ‘“‘there is one dis- 
tinction, one line we draw, and that is 
the line of social equality.”” That he pro- 
Giaimed could never be. The races are 
Separated by the laws of eternity,  .e- 
cause, he said, the white man never was 
intended to be put on a social equality 
with the negro.

The association 
is deeply indebted to him for his kind- 
ness and wise and sound advice, he 
safd, and added: 

_“T hope that every member of this 
association will take aceasion to per- 
sonally thank Mr. Howell and express 
his appreciation of the course he pur- 
sued.”’ 

The reports of Secretary J. B. Riley 
and of Treasurer J. T. Shuptrine were 
then read to the association.

Rome, Ga., (May 23.—(Specie!.)—Tomor- 
row's Rome ‘Tribune will say: 

So many conflicting reports have been 
sent abroad and so many requests have 
come to The Tribune that it made a 
thorough investigation of the condition 
that 
The Tribune, after having made a care- 
ful inquiry into the situation from about 
twenty of the most prominent growers in 
a territory extending from Rome to 
Lyerly and on over to Kingston and 
Plainville, feels justified in making the 
following statement: 

“In the lowlands the peach crop is a 
total failure. There is not one lowland 
orchard that The Tribune knows of in 
all this section that will ship one crate 
of peaches. 

‘*"Those orchards located upon the high 
hills and mountains will 
running from !0 to 20 per cent, only one 
orchard that. The Tribune has been able 
to discover will show rne i:arter crop. 

“While at first there ‘was some un- 
certainty about’ the effect of the late 
frosts and “freezes on the Elberta peach 
crop, The Tribune is able to state, defi- 
nitely, that ail such doubts have been 
removed and the most careful investiga- 
tion leads to the reluctant statement 
that the peach crop need not be expect- 
ed to run over from |!0 to /I6 per cent of 
a full crop. 

The Cotton Situation. 

“The reduction in acreage in Floyd 
county will run to 20 per cent, probably 
not more than that throughout adjoin- 
ing counties, perhaps in some not so 
much. 

‘Planting corn is not more than half 
advanced, cotton well up and having a 
hard time keeping ahead of the grass 
due to recent persistent Tains. In fact, if 
rains continue as they have for another 
two weeks grass will become so fank 
that it will ruin considerable cottan. 

“The surplus supply of cotton has been 
pretty generally marketed in Floyd, 
especially during the bast few days when 
cotton has been showing an upward ten- 
dency.’’

Born within the 
walls of a»female college whose founder 
and president’ was his. father, he ac- 
cepted life as a trust sacred to the 
daughters of the alumnae of that col- 
lege. How nobly, how efficiently, how 
self-sacrificingly. how lovingly- did ‘he 
execute that trust! 

When he graduated with the first honor 
of his clase at Mercer, he was abund- 
antly equipped to succeed his lamented} 
father. Wimself the impersonation of 
modesty, he did not think so. Consci- 
entious, laden with a sense of responéi- 
bility, magnifying hig office, he was not 
content to assume the trust until he 
had first borne away an A. M. diploma 
from the University of Virginia, the 
Heidelburg of the south. 

Reared in the atmosphere of the muses, 
his -personality was distinctively fitted 
for him refining work. He loved flowers, 
painffngs, music and books. It was his 
artistic hand that planted the graceful 
trees, the lilacs, the roses, and the exo- 
tics that adorn the campus. He loved to 
stroll on the ‘green grass. watch the 
stars, and study nature in its formative 
reriod and in its ceaseless manifestations 
of the wisdom and goodness and glory 
of God. He often thus communed with 
his pupils, as with his own adored daugh- 
ter, and, in the discussion of these ele- 
vating themes, taught them to jJook 
through nature up to nature’s God.

He declares that Americans, partici 
larly from the west and northwest, are 
investing largely in Cuban property and 


[that many of them are locating perma- 
}nently on the island and engaging in 


various lines of “business. 

“It is a remarkable fact,” said Mr. 
Jones, ‘“‘that since the American occupa. 
tion in 1898 the temperature in’ Cama-- 


guey, a city of 40,000 population, has’ 


been 96 degrees or over only four times. 
This town is situated directly In the cen- 
ter of the island. People seem to think 
I am joking when I say that yellow 
fever, smallpox and other contagious dis- 
eases are not natural to Cuba. It is a 
fact that since the Americans gave the 
ishand a carbolic bath, cleaned it up and 
sent the Spanish soldier home, there has 
not been any such sickness. It is impos- 
sible with the present sanitary system 
and the unequailjy climate for us to have 
any such epidemic in Cuba. 

“The soil of Cuba is remarkable in 
many ways. No fertilizer of any kind is 
required and two or three crops are 
raised each year upon the same ground. 
In the western hkif of the island the 
lands haye been worked steadily for 300 
years without showing any signs of be- 
ing worked. out or becoming poor. In 
the central and eastern portions of the 
island the lands are nearly. all virgin. 
Thia section constitute more than halt 
the total area of the island and has not 
been opened before because there have 
been no railroads by which the products 
could be shtpped. It wag left for the 
Americans to build the railroad, and they 
have done so. The new Cuban railroad 
is of standard guage and is similar in its 
construction and equipment to the better 
Class of roads in America 

“Before the revolution for independence 
in .1868 the average lands were selling 
for from $30 to $50 per acre and up. 
The continued unsettled condition of Cuba 
four years ago these lands could be 
bought for $4 and $6 per acre. At the 
present time they can be bought for $10 
to $15 per acre and they are increasing 
in value at the rate of 20 per ‘cent per 
year. These lands are, of course; of the 
best quality and near ratiroads. ‘ There 
are other good lands farther away from 
transportation that sell from $! to 66 
per acre. 

“There is money in Cuba for the 
American and I am surprised that south- 
erners> particularly Geongiang and At- 
lantans, who are in such close touch with 
the island, are not taking advantage of 
the opportunities. 

“Almost anything that will grow any- 
where in the world will grow luxuriantly 
in Cuba. Of course the farmers have 
to work, but not half as hard as does 
the sOuthern farmer and nature gives 
him two crops each year, and they. are 
big crops. too. Fruits and vegetables 
grew in such quantities as I have never 
before seen and the market for all Cuban 
products is good at all seasons of the 
year. 
4 “I have settled on the island for good. 
There is money there for the enterprising 


American and very little capital is re- 
quired.”’

GRASS CHOKES THE COTTON. 


Dame Nature Goes Cotton Farmers 

One Better. 
Canton, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
farmers are becoming somewhat alarm- 
el that the rains will continue until the 
cotton now up and looking so well, is 
choked out by the grass. The stand of 
beil cotton and corn is unusually fine, 
but just now work is needed to cut out 
the grass and get ahead so far that no 
further trouble will be given with prop- 
e- efforts hereafter. The resolutions of 
the farmers to cut cotton acreage and 
reduce the use of guano this year has 
been pretty faithfully complied with. A 
paper signed by a number of farmers 
in this county puts the reduction in 
acreage at from 10 to 40 per cent, an 
average of about 20 per cent, and the 
use of guano at an average reduction 
uf about 25 per cent. If the gains con- 
tinue a few days the reduction in the 
number of bales of cotton will likely 
b= greater than indicated in the re- 
duction of acreage and the consumption 
of guano.

“At present, however, the farmers of 
the south are suffering from an excess 
of May rain. For the farmer's benéfit 
May should be a dry month, and this 
rain hurts them some. 

“Still we are far behind in our rainfall, 
and we might have a rainy month every 
month this year, and just be about even 
with the weather at the finish, 

“There has been Much less rain this 
spell, however, than many ‘ people imag: 
ine. We have had many ‘showers, but 
the amount of rainfall has been limited, 

“Rain. Why, this rain is nothing com- 
pared with that in some parts of the 
ecountrf and*in other countries, In India 
the rainfall each year reaches the max- 
imum. ‘At Cherrapungi, India, in 1861 
a rainfall of 905 inches was noted. This 
is something more than 76 feet. In 
jthis, the raintest) seation of countsy 
in the world, in 1876 occurred a success- 
ive rainfall of 30 inches a day, or i50 
inches for the five days. One day some- 
thing. like 48 inches fell On another oc- 
casion. 

“In southeastern California, in Arizo- 
na and in that part of the United States 
the weather is particularly dry not more 
than 2 or 3 inches of rain a year fall- 
ing. .

@uperintendent T. ©. Powell, of the 
state sanitarium, has refused to receive 
at that institution Tugale White, an in- 
sane convict belonging to the Fulton 
county chaingang, because of the passage 
of a kaw by the last legislature which re- 
quires. the prison commission to provide 
for the care of the ciminai insane at the 
state prison farm at Milledgeville. 
Chairman Clifford Anderson, of the 
Fulton county commissioners, asked 
Secretary Goodloe Yancey, of the prison 
commission, to take up the matter with 
the state sanitarium: officials, as White 
had been found to be insane, and there !s 
no provisioin here for taking care of in- 
sane persons. 

Secretary Yancey has just received a 


thas he cannot receive White, and re- 
ferring to a resolution passed by the 
trustees of the sanitarium in Januefy, 
declining to receive any more criminal 
insane on the ground thgt the legisia- 
ture had directed that they be cared for 
by the prison commission. 

It is true that the legislature passed 
such a law at its last session providing 
that the prison commission should estab- 
lish a tariuri at the state farm for 
the care of criminal insane, but it failed 
to make an appropriation for carrying 
out this law, as a result of which the 
commission hes been unable to do any- 
thing in this direction. The matter will 
be brought to the attention of the legis- 
lature at its coming session and it will 
be necessary either to repeal the law or 
to make an appropriation for carrying it 
imto effect. 

It seems that the law does not contem- 
plate that the prison commission will 
take care of any but felony convicts who 
become insane, ard White is a misde- 
meanor convict. That featureof the mat- 
ter, however, was not taken up in the 
correspondence between Superintendent 
Powell and Secretary Yancey. 


WILL BREAK UP 
SMALLER CAMPS 


Prison Commission Wants 
to Censolidate Convicts 
Where Possible. 


It will be the policy of the prison com- 
mission to break up the smaller convict 
camps wherever possible on account of 
the great expense attacned to guarding 
and furnishing physicians, which service 
is paid for by the state. 

In line with this policy the convict 
camp of twenty-five men at ‘Milwood, 
Ga., of which O. W. Lowther was the 
proprietor, has just been. discontinued, 
and the twenty-five men. consolidated 
with the large camp at Fargo. This at 
once relieved the state of an expense of 
82.700 a_year for guards and physicians, 
as no additions had to be made to the 
state’s force at Fargo. 

Mr. Lowther sub-leased his convicts 
from Hamby and Toomer, who have 
since supplied him with misdemeanor 
convicts in place of them and with which 
he |s just as well satisfied.

Actuary Van Cise Corrects Some 
Mistaken Ideas About It.

There are two erreneous ideas afloat in regard to the Equitable’s surplus: Firsf, 
that it is entirely too large; and second, that nearly all of it ought to be divided among 
the policy holders immediately.

Contestant for the Kaiser’s Oup Geen 
665 Miles from Sandy Hook 
by the Anchor Line Sieamer 
Columbia. 


New York, May 238A yacht which was 
believed by the officers of the Anchor 
tine steamer Columbia to be BE Ran- 
dolph’s bark-tigged Apache, one of the 
trans-Atlantic racers for the German 
emperor's cup, was sighted ~ yesterday 
665 miles from Sandy Heok. 

The Columbia sailed from New York 
for Glasgow on Saturday. On Monday 
at 7 a. m. she sighted a bark-rigged 
vessel that resembled the Apache carry- 
ing all square sails and stay sails in a 
fresh west-southwest wind. The yaght 
was in latitude 43.23 north and longitude 
59.60 west, which was about as far east 
as the position in which the Atlantic 
was sighted on Saturday. However, she 
was about 150 miles north of the course 
taken by the Atlantic, indicating that 
Mr. Randolph was taking the shortest 
route, 

The news of the sighting of the yacht 
was sent by Marconi wireless telegraphy 
to the Marconi wireless station at Oape 
Race, N. F., whence it was forwarded 
to New York. 

Lord Brassey’g yacht Sunbeam, a con- 
testant in the trans-Atlantic cup race, 
was passed yesterday by the steamer 
Kronz Prinze Wilhelm, bound “for this 
port, 817 miles from Sandy Hook. Cap- 
tain Nefrich, of the North German 
Lloyd steamer Bremen, which arrived 
today from Bremen, believes he sighted 
the Atlantic, which is Supposed to be 
at least among the ieaders, on Sunday 
morning, May 21.

Contractor Implicates Two, | 
Then Swears He Swore 
Falsely. 


Brunswick, Ga., May 23. —(Special.)— 
Somewhat of a sensation was caused in 
the city this afternoon when it leaked 
out that the Glynn county grand jury 
had indicted three men on the charge of 
drson. Later in the afternoon two of 
the men—Burney and Strickland—were 
arrested and gave bond, while the third 
is already under bond, having had a 
preliminary trial some time ago. 


The men indicted were J. Ss. Fort, a

During the 
preliminary trial, which attracted con- 
siderable attention, Fort made a state- 
ment implicating Burney and Strickland, 
but the next day, before several officers, 
said that he made the statement merely 
as an excuse and sworé that he lied. 
Strickland, however, was arrested and 
given a preliminary hearing, which re- 
sulted in his release. Burney was not 
arrested, as but few believed the state- 
ment of the contractor, 

Fort has been out under bond for the 
past several weeks. It was not expected 
that the grand jury would indict the 
other two men, but yesterday afternoon 
three true bills were returned. Burney 
and Strickland were arrested and gave 
the necessary bond. | 

It seems that Burney had advanced 
Fort’ money to pag off his workmen. 
The contractor did not have a contrac- 
tor’s insurance policy and said that Mr. 
Burney had .secured the policy himself 
and that it was in his possession. This 
proved true, but Mr. Burney stated that 
he got out the policy merely to protect 
himself for the sum due by Fort. It was 
charged that Strickland was hired to set 
the houses on fire.

The only legishk- 
tion affecting cotton statistics enacted 
by the fifty-eighth congress was the 
following joint resolution introduced by 
Representative Burleson, of Texas, and 
finally passed as a’part of the bill pro- 
viding for the collection of marriage and 
divorce statistics:

thorized and directed to collect and pub- 
lish on the same dates®and at the same 
time he makes publication of the ginners’ 
reports of cotton production, statistics 
of the conspmption of éotton, the surplus 
of cotton held by the manufacturers and

| of each year, so as to show the cotton 
production and consumption of the pre- 
ceding year.” 

Information regarding this legislation 
was given in detail in these dispatches 
during the time it was progressing 
through the two houses. It is obviously 
to the interest of the farmer to Know 
something definite as to the: amount of 
cotton consumed, exported and on hand, 
and the statistics which will be publish- 
'ed as a result of the passage of Mr. 
Burleson’s resolution wil] bring out the 
facts. 

It seems impossible to convince the 
planters of the south that it is equally to 
their interests to have acourate state- 
ments as to acreage, condition and prm- 
duction issued by the government, despite 
the weight of the. evidence in that direc- 
tion. The census bureau had a consider- 
'able amount of trouble last seagon with 
\ginners who refused to make reports for 
‘use in the six ginning bulletins issued 
during the fall, winter and spring, and 
yet the facts tend to show that condi- 
tions would have been materially im- 
proved had this information been freely 
given by all ginners. It is argued that 
such.information gives the speculator 4 
club wherewith to hammer down prices, 
but, if this ‘be the case, it should be ob- 
vious that in the event of a short crop 
the farmers would be ~ given a léver 
wherewith to push the prices up. In the 
opinion of experts here it is difficult to 
see how any legitimate interest can be 
harmed by having the exact facts made 
public.
